^PERMITTED 


WASHINGTON, July 29.—Prohibi- 


tion enforcement officers have lot up 
a little on homo made drinks. 
They 


have virtually lifted the ban on cider 
and other 'non-Intoxicating beverages,' 
by declaring, in effect that the defini- 
tion of one-half of 1 per cent may be 
disregarded if the stuff manufactured 
la used at home. 


A decision of tho bureau of internal 


revenue Interprets the law relating to 
"cider acid fruit juices," as follows: 


"Any person may. -without permit, 


and without piving bond, manufacture 
non-lntottcaMng elder and fruit juices, 
and in BO doing he may take hia apples 
or fruits t« a custem mill and have 
them made Into elder and fruit juices. 


"After such non-Intoxicating elder 


and fruit Juices are made they must 
be URed exclusively in the home, and 
when so used, the phrase 'non-lntoxi- 
eating' means non-Intoxicating in fact 
and not necessarily les1* thnn one-half 
of one p«r cent of alcohol, as provided 
In aectlon 1 of the said act."

COAL PROFITS AND 


WAGES 


If Mr. Palmer 
goes 
very 


deeplv into the coal situation 
he will uncover some figures 


- concerning this year's profits 


that will make him gasp. The 
men at the mines, day laborers 
and machinists 
as well as 


miners, are aware that the 
mines are paying huger profits 
than ever before in the history 
of the industry, and naturally 
they wish they might have a, 
slice of the melon while melons 
are plentiful. 
A number of operators, tho 


perhaps few of them, have ac- 
tually refused to make con- 
tracts or do business at the mar- 
ket level because the return on 
their capital would become too 
scandalously large. They have 
no hankering for an investiga- 
tion revealing the kind of re- 
turn indicated 
by Mr. Mc- 


Adoo's famous statement con- 
cerning coal profiteering dur- 
ing the war. 
But the majority of the 


mine owners are not so scrupu- 
lous. 
If they were not tied 


by contracts, made last spring 
when the prospect for spot coal 
at ?12 would have 
seemed 


ridiculous, 
they 
would 
be 


raking in even greater fortunes. 
As it is there is enough free 
coal so that the spot market 
keeps moving. All things con- 
sidered, the bituminous opera- 
tives thruout the country are 
probably getting a profit of 
about $4 a ton. Pome arc re- 
ceiving much more and some 
much less. 
The books of the 


anthracite operate rs show a 
lower profit per ton, but suf- 
ficient even so to put them on 
easy terms v\ ith the world. 


A miner, digging coal in the 


heart of a mountain or under 
the middle western plain, and 
drawing his union wage of 64 
cents a ton — or less in unorgan- 
ized fields — may be 
excused 


for finding his own profit in the 
transaction too little. That 64 
cents is not the whole cost of 
the coal to the operator. Oth- 
er expenses may bring it well 
above $3, but it can be safely 
asserted lhat the operators' 


t profit on a ton is in nearly every 


case more than the miner gets 
for his labor and in many cases 
ten o ra dozen times as m;ich. 


Such knowledge as this can- 


not be concealed- even from the 
men who do the work, and it 
does not tend to make content- 
ed miners. 
If there are more 


strikes to add to this last in Illi- 
nois the indubitable profits on 
this year's coal will have a good 
deal to do with the origin of the 
trouble.

WASHINGTON. July 28.—Shortage j 


of farm labor IB no longer, a menace 
to bumper crops according: to reports 
today to the bureau of farm manage- 
ment of the department of agricul- 
ture.

The farm labor situation has been 


relieved materially and there will be 
adequate labor for the harvesting of 
crops, according to the bureau. It is 
jpinted out that the acreage planted 
was limited because of a labo% short- 
age but that exceptional crops hare 
offset this. 


^Repreientativerf of fanners here are 


not rejoicing over the labor situation, 
however. J. Howard, president of the 
American Farm bureau federation to- 
day declared that farmers are 
but 


temporarily relieved. 
r~ "Regardless 6J_ recqnt apparent '-Im- 
provement in the farm help, situation, 
scarcity of labor still continues to be 
the limiting factor in agricultural pro- 
duction," Howard saitU ' "The high 
wages offered for harvest hands 
in 


Kansas, Missouri, Nebraska and other 
heavy grain growing states 
of the 


middlewest have succeeded in bring- 
ing forth a.force of transient workers, 
these men get $6 and $9 a day and 
board. It makes expensive harvesting 
for the farmer. It must be remember- 
ed that the farmer's help normally is 
of two distinct kinds. 
The farmer 


needs extra transient help at seeding 
and at harvest times, but in addition, 
on most farms he must have a regular 
all the year round 'hired hand.' It is 
the lack of this latter type of help that 
has so seriously disarranged the crop- 
ping system." 


Higher prices are the only perma- 


nent solution of the farm labor short- 
age, ' according to Howard. 
He de- 


clares that until food prices go high- 
er farmers cannot compete with the 
cities for year round labor. 
He fur- 


ther declares that high food prices 
would send a wave of labor back to 
~lhe farms.

Reporls to the bureau of markets of 


the department of agriculture do not 
indicate, ho\vever, uny general ten- 
dency toward an 
incrc-ase_ 
in food 


prices but to the contrary there is a 
decline showjt in tho prices of many 
farm products, and experts in the bu- 
reau look for greater decreases as the 
harvests are gathered. 
Imports xare

WASHINGTON,^July 28.—The high 


Cost of living "has very materially 
been reduced in some lines," Howard 
E. Figg, special .assistant to Attorney 
General Palmer, in charge of the cam- 
paign against the high cost of living 
said today in a review of the activi- 
ties of his division. 


Price reduction has heen most no- 


ticeable in wearing apparel and kin- 
dred lines, Figg said. The campaign 
in other directions, however, he ad- 
mitted, has not been completely suc- 
cessful, but agents of the department 
are concentrating tbeir 
efforts 
on 


these lines. 


"In food we have not seen the re- 


ductions we should have had," Figg 
continued. "This has 
been 
largely 


^caused by the inability of 'the producer 
to get his stuff on the market, be- 
cause of railroad tie-ups in various 
Bcclions. 


"At the same time there has been 


some profiteering and it looks as tho 
there is collusion between merchants 
middlemen and others in certain lines 
to keep prices as nigh 
as 
possible. 


While there is some profiteering of an 
Involuntary nature, we are trying to 
get the offenders wherever possible 
under the Lever act and' oth^lr legis- 
lation." 


In this latter connection Mr. Figg 


quoted official figures to show that 
while the total cost of the campaign 
in his department so far amounts to 
196,000 or about $13,000 a month, tho 
jaJl sentences Imposed are now be- 
ing served and total more than nine 
years1'and six taonths, while fines ob- 
'talned from convicted pronteera now 
aggregate $208,077. The largest indi- 
vidual jail sentence so far Is^ons year, 
one month and two days. 
There 


have been 185S prosecutions, under 
the Lever act.
